In Germany, even 
comparatively 


low-salaried folk pay from 10 to 20. 
per cent tax, and the wealthy pay 40 


per cent on practically all their in- 
come. The salaried worker has his 
income tax' deducted and forwarded 
to the gtvernmont by his employer, 
and dicidends arc taxed at anywhere 
from 10 to 40 per cent at the source. 
There is also a heavy capital tax on 
lands, houses and intangible capital.

It is my sincere belief that the last twenty years.haye prov- 
ed on the whole that the 'reformed' method of selecting public 
officials presents a similar, opportunity for corruption,"pro* 
vkles a greater field for demagogy, gives us a group of of- 
ficials of lower average ability, and nearly eliminates! party 
discipline." 


From the Democratic side we have the. following judg- 


ment by Alfred E. Smith, in a syndicated newspaper article 
written last week by the Democratic presidential nominee:

But the chal- 
lenge laid down by Mr. Reed and Mr. Smith as to the wisdotr 
of public nominations, may still be applied to our law-making 
Tho companion reform along with the popular primary 
twenty-years ago was the initiative and referendum, by which 
the voters were given the right to adopt laws independent ot 
the legislature, or to veto laws that the legislature had already 
passed.

plies With far greater force to the record that the voters have 
run up in proposing and passing new laws independent of 
the Arkansas legislature. 


When Tennessee made itself ridiculous by adopting the 


"anti-monkey bill," outlawing the teaching of evolution in 
that state, the Arkansas legislature showed courage and de- 
feated the same bill. 


Beaten in the\legislature, the anti-evolution fanatic; 


initiated their own bill, had it printed on the next state 
ballot—and the people adopted it, overriding the better judg- 
ment of their law-makers. 


Similarly, a bill to make Bible-reading compulsory in 


the public schools,'which had been frowned upon by the leg- 
islature, was written into law .as an initiated act last fall. , 


There is much to be said in favor of the referendum, 


nit the initiative is indefensible both in theory and practice. 
It has produced a' world of bad law, and has convicted the 
voter of having less intelligence, care and courage, on occa- 
sion, than his agent, the legislature.—-W.
